Line and the Atlantic Coast Line, ‘ The 
| three first mentioned are fn Class C, in 
| which they are permitted to charge 25 
' per cent in addition to the standard 
Aspira- | tariff rates,‘as fixed by the commission, 
while the Coast Line is in.Class B, and 
charges only |0 per cent additional. 

With the géneral prosperity and in- 
creased earning power of the railroads 
generally, the belief has arisen {n many 
quarters that the railroads might easily 
stand a reduction in loca] freight rates 
such as this would make. 

The matter was first brought to the 
attention of the commission by W. H. 
Brewer, secretary of the Griffin chamber 
of commerce, who petitiéned the commis- 
sion to put the Southern and Central in 
Class A. Chairman J. Pope Brown, the 
retiring member of the commission, 
thinking it might work an injustice to 
put the non-paying. branch Iines belong- 
ing to these roads in Class A, made a4 
new motion to the effect that only the 
main lines of these two roads be thus 
changed in classification.

Comment on Bank Statement. 


New York, November i!!/.—The New 
York Financler says this week: 

“AS was expected would be the case— 
when it was indicated on Friday that, 
according to the estimates, which were 
based upon the traceable movements of 
money during the week, the banks had 
lost about $10,000,000 tn cash—the week’s 
official statement of the New York as- 
sociated banks showed a deficiency in the 
surplus reserve for the first time since 
September 20, 1902, when there was a 
deficiency of $1,642,050. Though the 
larger institutions seem to have made 
sirenuous efforts to prevent such an 
unfavorable exhibit, through liberal call- 
ing ‘in of loans, thereby reducing the de- 
posits and hence the required reserve, 
these efforts were unavalling, the re- 
serve requirement against genera] de- 
posita being greater by $2,428,800 than 
the total cash reserve and, therefore, 
a deficit of this amount was shown. The 
cash loss, as reported in the official 
Statement, was $10,898,000. It was due 
almost wholly to transfers through the 
subtreasury and to direct Shipments of 
money to New Orleans and St. Louis, 
where requirements incident to the 
movement of the cotton crop were urg- 
ent; to Chicago in respense to business 
needs, and to Washington for account of 
the 5 per cent redemption fund and also 
for excess interna] reverMie collections. 
The general deposits were reducd $24.- 
459,700, partly because of the contrac- 
tion of $13,984,600" in lof{&1s and in part 
by reason of the above noted loss of 
cash. The required reserve against de- 
posits was reduced $6,114,925, deducting 
which sum from the decrease in cash left 
64,783,075 as the diminution in surplus 
reserve. Inasmuch as such reserve in 
the previous week was $2,354,275. the 
loss o fthe above noted amount of $4, - 
783,075 caused a deficiency of $2,428,800. 
Computed upon the basis of deposits less 
$8,536,000 public funds, against which 
it may be noted no cash reserve is re- 
quired by the treasury department to 
be held, the deficigncy is $294,800. The
